WASHINGTON (AP) - Yo u r repair 
bills fro m au to mo bile co llisio ns and 
y o u r insu rance premiu ms wo u ld hav e 
been lo wer if the go v ernment had 
mo v ed faster in setting bu m per 
standards, the insu rance indu stry and 
a lawmaker say . 


The natio nal Highway Traffic Safety 
Administratio n anno u nced Friday that 
bu mper standards wo u ld take effect in 
September 1978 fo r 1979 mo del cars. 
The actio n co mes fiv e y ears after a 
law was passed that requ ired the 
agency to dev elo p the standards to 
limit damage in lo w-speed co llisio ns. 


The insu rance indu stry co mplained

Fatal Ocean Flight 
Cam e 50 Years A go 


PARIS (AP) — Fifty y ears ago 
Su nday , two Frenchmen to o k o ff fro m 
Paris in a biplane named “ L’Oiseau 
Blanc” (The White Bird) in an attempt 
to beco me the first pilo ts to make a 
no nsto p transatlantic flight to New 
Yo rk and win a $25,000 prize. They 
crashed o ff Newfo u ndland and were 
nev er seen again. 


Barely two weeks later, Charles A. 
Lindbergh flew no nsto p fro m New 
Yo rk to Paris in 334 ho u rs in the 
single-wing “Spirit o f St. Ijo u is,” and 
picked u p the prize mo ney , o ffered by 
Frenchman Ray mo nd Orteig. 


While the 25-y ear-o ld Lindbergh wo n 
all the acclaim, he paid ho mage to the 
brav ery o f Charles Nu ngesser and 
Franco is Co li, who died attempting the 
3,600-mile flight. 
Nu ngesser, a 35-y ear-o ld Wo rld War 
I fly ing ace, and the 46-y ear-o ld Co li 
to o k o ff early in the mo rning o n May 8, 
1927, fro m I*e Bo u rget airpo rt, the 
same o ne at which Lindbergh landed 
the fo llo wing May 21. 
Their plane was bo ldly deco rated 


with a sku ll and cro ssbo nes, and 
Nu ngesser bo asted befo re taking o ff 
that "when I hav e left the ru nway I 
will hav e cro ssed the Atlantic.” 
“I/Oiseau Blanc,” a to rpedo plane 
o f the French nav y , jettiso ned its 
landing gear to pick u p speed after 
takeo ff. The pilo ts, dressed in lo ng 
leather fly ing co ats, theo rized they 
co u ld pu t do wn in New Yo rk harbo r 
and stay aflo at lo ng eno u gh to be 
picked u p. 
They carried no radio becau se they 
felt it wo u ld be to o heav y , and befo re 
takeo ff go t erro neo u s repo rts o f fair 
weather. They ran into sto rms and 
ev en sno w o v er the Atlantic. 
“ I/Oiseau Blanc” was last seen o v er 
Newfo u ndland at 10 a.m. o n May 9, 
o fficials said, despite repo rts o f later 
sightings o v er No v a Sco tia. On the 
strength o f an erro neo u s repo rt fro m 
New Yo rk, the Paris newspaper l-a 
Presse carried a banner headline May 
10 say ing “Nu ngesser And Co li Su c­ 
ceeded." fo llo wed by a false y et 
detailed descriptio n o f a New Yo rk 
welco me.

PITTSBURGH (AP) - The natio n’s 
steel indu stry is waiting to see whether

prices o n steel u sed in a v ariety o f 
co nsu mer go o ds. 


The natio n's fo u rth largest pro du cer, 
Repu blic, and Yo u ngsto wn Sheet and 
Tu be Co ., a div isio n o f eighth-ranked 
Ly kes, anno u nced the price increases 
Friday . 


The increases co v er flat-ro lled steel 
and bar pro du cts. Flat-ro lled steel is 
u sed mainly in au to bo dies, appliances 
and o ffice fu rnitu re su ch as filing 
cabinets and acco u nts fo r nearly half 
o f the steel indu stry ’s shipments. Bar 
pro du cts are u se din machinery , to o ls 
and fo rgings and make u p abo u t 16 per 
cent o f the steel Market. 
The effect o n co nsu mers depends o n 
ho w mu ch o f the increase is passed o n 
by au to and appliance makers. Abo u t 
$40 wo u ld be added to the co st o f 
making a car and $5 to $10 wo u ld be 
added to the co st o f making majo r 
appliances u nder the planned in­ 
creases, indu stry so u rces said. 
Indu stry insiders hav e been waiting 
fo r a price mo v e fo r sev eral mo nths, 
especially after the sev ere winter 


disru pted pro du ctio n and had an ad­ 
v erse effect o n first-qu arter earnings. 
“We all need it," said an o fficial at 
o ne steel firm.

If they 
don’t follow the lead set Friday, there 
is a strong possibility the price in­ 
creases will have to be rolled back. 
‘ Rapidly rising costs make an in­ 
crease at this time imperative,” said 
Republic President W.J. DeLancey. 
The federal council on Wage and 
Price Stability immediately called the 
boost ‘‘excessive” and said it has been 
studying steel prices even though it 
does not have the power to force a 
rollback. 
A government spokesman said in 
Washington the price council thinks 
the industry needs some relief, ‘‘but 
this seems too high.” 
Imported steel is selling in the 
United States for about $50 per ton less 
than the domestic price and “ you can 
draw your own conclusions from that,” 
he said. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Your repair 
bills from automobile collisions and 
your insurance premiums would have 
been lower if the government had 
moved faster in setting bumper 
standards, the insurance industry and 
a lawmaker say. 


The national Highway Traffic Safety 
Administration announced Friday that 
bumper standards would take effect in 
September 1978 for 1979 model cars. 
The action comes five years after a 
law was passed that required the 
agency to develop the standards to 
limit damage in low-speed collisions. 


The insurance industry complained 
about the long* delay Friday at a 
hearing of the House Commerce 
subcommittee on consumer protec­ 
tion. 


The federal agency also is con­ 
sidering putting off a more stringent 
second phase of the regulations from 
1980 to 1981 models, as suggested by 
General Motors and Ford Motor Co. 


Rep. Bob Eckhardt, D-Texas, the 
subcommittee chairman, said he 
wasn’t satisfied with the agency’s 
action.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Oil industry 
lobbyists are breathing easier now that 
an amendment to limit the power of 
big oil companies to buy foreign oil has 
been removed from the bill to create a 
cabinet-level department of energy. 
But the congressman who proposed 
the limit on foreign oil purchases that 
was first approved then rejected by a 
House committee says he’s ready to 
take his campaign to the full House.

predicts enough congressmen are 
unhappy with the present relationship 
between huge U.S. energy companies 
and the Organization of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries (OPEC) to give 
him a good chance of success. 
The House Government Operations 
Committee approved the energy 
department bill Friday after striking 
Conyers’ controversial amendment to 
make the government the “sole im­ 
porting agent" for foreign oil. 
The legislation — but not the 
Conyers amendment. — is bemg sought 
by the Carter administration. The new 
department, consolidating energy 
programs now scattered throughout 
the government, would carry out most

PARIS (AP) — Fifty years ago 
Sunday, two Frenchmen took off from 
Paris in a biplane named “ I/Oiseau 
Blanc" (The White Bird) in an attempt 
to become the first pilots to make a 
nonstop transatlantic flight to New 
York and win a $25,000 prize. They 
crashed off Newfoundland and were 
never seen again. 


Barely two weeks later, Charles A. 
Lindbergh flew nonstop from New 
York to Paris in 334 hours in the 
single-wing “Spirit of St. IiOuis,” and 
picked up the prize money, offered by 
Frenchman Raymond Orteig. 


While the 25-year-old Lindbergh won 
all the acclaim, he paid homage to the 
bravery of Charles Nungesser and 
Francois Coli, who died attempting the 
3,600-mile flight. 
Nungesser, a 35-year-old World War 
I flying ace, and the 46-year-old Coli 
took off early in the morning on May 8, 
1927, from 1-e Bourget airport, the 
same one at which Lindbergh landed 
the following May 21. 
Their plane was boldly decorated

The Conyers amendment, adopted in 
the House committee 18 to 16 on 
Thursday, would have stripped oil

It will require all new cars to survive 
head-on or rear-end collisions at 5 
m.p.h. with damage only to bumpers 
and devices attaching them to the 
chassis. The same standard will apply 
to collisions to the comers of a car at 3 
m.p.h.

“ L’Oiseau Blanc,” a torpedo plane 
of the French navy, jettisoned its 
landing gear to pick up speed after 
takeoff. The pilots, dressed in long 
leather flying coats, theorized they 
could put down in New York harbor 
and stay afloat long enough to be 
picked up. 
They carried no radio because they 
felt it would be too heavy, and before 
takeoff got erroneous reports of fair 
weather.

“ L’Oiseau Blanc” was last seen over 
Newfoundland at IO a m. on May 9, 
officials said, despite reports of later 
sightings over Nova Scotia. On the

New York, the Paris newspaper I,a 
Presse carried a banner headline May 
IO saying “ Nungesser And Coli Suc­ 
ceeded,” followed by a false yet 
detailed description of a New York 
welcome.

LONDON (AP) — President Carter 
and key American allies opened their 
economic summit conference today, 
expressing confidence in their ability 
to restore the noncommunist in­ 
dustrial world to good economic 
health. 
“ Anything can be resolved...,” said 
West German Chancellor Helmut Sch­ 
midt as he entered the meeting at No. 
IO Downing Street, the official 
residence of Britain’s prime ministers. 
Reporters asked Carter if he ex­ 
pected the talks to be productive, and 
he replied, “ I think so.” 
The two-day meeting, Carter’s first 
international gathering as president, is 
expected to focus on a wide range of 
problems besetting the industrial 
countries, including the high price of 
oil, trade, unemployment, inflation 
and relations with the Third World. 
And it will provide a test of Carter’s 
skills as a world statesman. 
Also attending the summit were 
Prime Minister James Callaghan of 
Britain, President Valery Giscard 
D’Estaing of France, Prime Minister 
Takeo Fukuda of Japan, Prime 
Minister Pierre Eliott Trudeau of 
Canada, and Premier Guilio Andreotti 
of Italy. 
The head of the European Common 
Market commission, Roy Jenkins, will 
attend the Sunday session to represent 
the interests of the small Western 
European countries not invited to the 
gathering. 
Before the conference opened, 
Carter met over breakfast with Sch­ 
midt in an apparent effort to smooth 
over differences that have emerged 
between Bonn and Washington since 
Carter took offce. Schmidt described 
the meeting as “excellent.” 
In another move toward harmony, 
the Carter administration announced 
resumption of enriched uranium sales 
to West Germany, Japan, Canada, the 
Netherlands, Belgium and an in­ 
ternational agency that includes 
France.

CINCINNATI (AP) - The Cin­ 
cinnati Board of Education has turned 
its back on the bargaining table and 
asked all the district’s teachers to 
accept its final unilateral wage in­ 
crease. 
“ After four months of negotiations, 
we have once again reached an im­ 
passe. By this time, I believe we have 
weighed all the alternatives. Any 
further meaningful discussion is most 
unlikely,” said board chairman Henry 
Kasson after talks broke down Friday. 
Both sides had been optimistic only 
hours before that some agreement 
could be reached to end the three- 
week-old strike, but school board at­ 
torney James lawrence emerged late 
Friday to inform the board that there 
was no agreement. 
At that point, the board unilaterally 
recommended a salary increase of 6 
per cent now and 3 per cent if a tax 
levy is passed in June. The current 
base salary for teachers is $8,973. 
Teachers had asked for a 7 to 9 per cent 
increase. 
Roger Stephens, president of the 
striking Cincinnati Federation of 
Teachers, said he was “disappointed” 
that no agreement had been reached. 
“ It appeared the loose ends became 
stumbling blocks,” said Stephens 
referring to the belief publically 
shared by both sides as bargaining 
began Friday that some agreement 
might be near.

PITTSBURGH (AP) - The nation’s 
steel industry is waiting to see whether 
other major steelmakers follow the 
lead of two companies that raised 
prices on steel used in a variety of 
consumer goods. 


The nation’s fourth largest producer, 
Republic, and Youngstown Sheet and 
Tube Co., a division of eighth-ranked 
Lykes, announced the price increases 
Friday. 


The increases cover flat-rolled steel 
and bar products. Flat-rolled steel is 
used mainly in auto bodies, appliances 
and office furniture such as filing 
cabinets and accounts for nearly half 
of the steel industry’s shipments. Bar 
products are use din machinery, tools 
and forgings and make up about 16 per 
cent of the steel Market. 
The effect on consumers depends on 
how much of the increase is passed on 
by auto and appliance makers. About 
$40 would be added to the cost of 
making a car and $5 to $10 would be 
added to the cost of making major 
appliances under the planned in­ 
creases, industry sources said. 
Industry insiders have been waiting 
for a price move for several months, 
especially after the severe winter 


security assistance, testified before a 
subcommittee on nuclear proliferation 
just after returning from an in­ 
ternational nuclear conference at 
Salzburg, Austria.

Fri and Nye told the Senate hearing 
that other delegations to the Salzburg 
conference had expressed concern 
about President Carter’s decision to 
defer commercial reprocessing of 
spent nuclear fuel and to downgrade 
plutonium "breeder” reactors as a 
step toward controlling the spread of 
potentially dangerous materials.

WASHINGTON (AP) - U.S. of­ 
ficials said Friday the United States is 
keenly interested in a reported 
breakthrough by French scientists in 
producing nuclear fuel that can’t be 
used for weapons. 
Although details of the discovery 
have not been divulged, Robert W. Fri, 
acting 
director of the 
Energy 
Research 
and 
Development 
Administration, said the French ap­ 
parently are chemically enriching 
uranium — a method that American 
researchers have felt too slow — in 
order to produce nuclear fuel. 
“ It looks as if the French are going 
to enrich uranium the same way they 
make wine; you can get some juice out 
right away but it takes ten years to get 
the really good stuff,” Fri told a Senate 
hearing. 
Fri and Joseph S. Nye Jr., deputy to

essentia! mineral elements for desired 
growth and health This is often dif­ 
ficult to understand when one observ es 
trees growing in natural areas for 
many decades with no 
additions of 
fertilizer Howev er, when these trees 
are transplanted to the man-made 
landscape, 
soil 
and env ironmental 
conditions are changed to the ex tent 
that 
fe rtilize rs 
must 
be 
added 
periodically . Fertilizer is most im­ 
portant this y ear because of the tree 
stress conditions caused by the sev ere 
winter 
If a tree is « rowing in a fertile, 
loamy soil, the need for added fer­ 
tilizer will tie reduced. Most trees in 
the landscape, howev er, are not 
planted in optimum soil and added 
fertilizer is beneficial. 
The following 
general 
recom­ 
mendations apply to trees in av erage 
landscape situations. 
Any complete fertilizer, high in 
nitrogen is satisfactory for trees The 
ratio of 
nitrogen, potassium, 
and 
phosphorus should be approx imately %- 
1-1 and fertilizers such as 12-4-4, 15-5-5 
or 1044 are recommended Since trees 
are not fertilized frequently , it is 
recommended that 
to 1-3 of the 
nitrogen be in an organic or other 
“slow-release” form 
Trees should tie fertilized once ev ery 
two or three y ears either in the fall 
from October through late Nov ember 
or in spring from early March through 
late May . 
Moisture conditions are 
usually most satisfactory at these 
times. 
The rate of fertilizer recommended 
will v ary with tree size and the ex tent 
of the root sy stem; howev er, a “ rule- 
of-thumb” is to apply fertilizer at the 
rate of 5 to 6 lbs. of actual nitrogen per 
1000 sq, ft of soil surface under the 
spread of 
the 
branches. 
Another 
guideline would be 2‘Y to 3 Vi pounds of 
fertilizer per inch diameter of tree. 
This rate of fertilizer is similar to 
that recommended for bluegrass 
lawns, but it is important to note that 
this amount would be applied to the 
tree in a single application and to 
lawns in 3 applications or more. 
The selection of the proper method 


w ill depend on the plant cov er under 
the tree, the soil conditions, and the 
amount of time and labor av ailable to 
apply the fertilizer. 
Su rfa ce application is the easiest 
and fastest way to apply fertilizer 
since 
little 
or 
no 
equipment 
is 
necessary and there is little labor or 
application cost 
It is the most ef- 
fectiv i means of apply ing fertilizer to 
newly planted trees or to trees where 
there is no v egetation on the ground 
under the branch spread As the name 
indicates, it simply means spreading 
the recommended amount of fertilizer 
uniformly on the surface of the soil 
under the branches. From the aspect 
of appearance, grass will possibly be 


damaged or grow ex cessiv ely where 
the fertilizer has been applied It is 
important to note that phosphorus does 
not readily penetrate deep into the soil 
and this will not be the most effectiv e 
means of apply ing this element 


Hy dro-fertil application technique 
inv olv es the use of a 36 in lance which 
is a thin tube, pointed and perforated 
at the end. This is attached to a hose or 
spray er and fertilizer solution is in­ 
jected into the ground at the desired 
depth through the tube 
It 
is a 
relativ ely rapid means of placing 
fertilizer below the surface of the soil 
and, at the same time irrigating the 
tree 
It 
should 
be 
noted 
that 
homeowner applicator dev ices which 
attach to a hose are not too effectiv e 
for apply ing fe rtilize r since the 
amount applied is far 
below the 
recommended lev el. The lance should 
be inserted to a depth of 18 in. on 2 to 3 
ft. centers in the area under the 
branches. 
Drill hole application works well. 
Bole* are punched or drilled in the soil 
under the branches and fertilizer then 
placed in the holes. This technique has 
the adv antage of aerating the soil as 
well as placing the fertilizer in the root 
zohe below the surface. It also permits 
addition of organic or granular 
material which will aid in improv ing 
soil conditions. This 
method is 
especially beneficial if the tree is 
growing in compacted or poorly 
aerated soil and the improv ed aeration 
may be more effectiv e in stimulating 
new root growth than the fertilizer. 


Dne disadv antage is the amount of 
labor necessary to make the many 
holes necessary to obtain 
ev en 
distribution. An auger, punch bar, or 
crow-bar can be used and the job can 
lie done most easily when the soil is 
moist. The holes should be made on 12 
to 18 in. centers, at a depth of 15 to 18 
in., beginning 2 ft. from the trunk and 
ex tending m concentric circles to a line 
slightly bey ond the edge of the bran­ 
ches, as shown in diagram. Since most 
fe rtilize r elements do not mov e 
laterally to any ex tent, the more holes 
made the better the distribution ov er 
the root zone. The 
recommended 
amount 
of 
fe rtilize r 
should 
be 
distributed uniformly along the holes 
using a funnel and a small can as a 
measuring dev ice. The hole should be 
filled with a soil amendment such as 
peat moss, calcine clay , perlite, 
crushed stone, etc. 
Fertilizer is no cure-all for plant 
problems and must be used as one of 
the tools for improv ing growth and 
health of the plant, which in some 
instances, will make a tree more 
resistant to certain plant pests.

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Fertilizing Trees 


News For Homemakers 
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Tree F e r t i l i z e r Placement 


By GEORGE HAMRICK 
County Extension Anent, 
Agriculture 
Trees, as other plants, must have 
essential mineral elements for desired 
growth and health. This is often dif­ 
ficult to understand when one observes 
trees growing in natural areas for 
many decades with no 
additions of 
fertilizer. However, when these trees 
are transplanted to the man-made 
landscape, soil and environmental 
conditions are changed to the extent 
that 
fertilizers m ust 
be 
added 
periodically. Fertilizer is most im- 
IHjrtant this year because of the tree 
stress conditions caused by the severe 
winter. 
If a tree is growing in a fertile, 
loamy soil, the need for added fer­ 
tilizer will be reduced. Most trees in 
the landscape, how ever, are not 
planted in optimum soil and added 
fertilizer is beneficial. 
The following 
general 
recom ­ 
mendations apply to trees in average 
landscape situations. 
Any complete fertilizer, high in 
nitrogen is satisfactory for trees. The 
ratio of nitrogen, potassium, and 
phosphorus should be approximately 3- 
l l and fertilizers such as 12-4-4, 15-5-5 
or 10-6-4 are recommended. Since trees 
are not fertilized frequently, it is 
recommended that ^ to 1-3 of the 
nitrogen be in an organic or other 
“ slow-release” form. 
Trees should be fertilized once every 
two or three years either in the fall 
from extoller through late November 
or in spring from early March through 
late May. Moisture conditions are 
usually most satisfactory at these 
tunes. 
ITic rate of fertilizer recommended 
will vary with tree size and the extent 
of the root system; however, a “rule- 
of-thumb” is to apply fertilizer at the 
rate of 5 to 6 lbs of actual nitrogen per 
1000 sq ft. of soil surface under the 
spread of the 
branches. 
Another 
guideline would tx* 2'^ to 
pounds of 
fertilizer per inch diameter of tree. 
This rate of fertilizer is sunilar to 
that recom m ended for bluegrass 
lawns, hut it is important to note that 
this amount would be applied to the 
tree in a single application and to 
lawns in 3 applications or more. 
The selection of Hie proper method 
will depend on the plant cover under 
the tree, the soil conditions, and the 
amount of time and labor available to 
apply the fertilizer. 
Surface application is the easiest 
and fastest way to apply fertilizer 
since 
little 
or 
no 
equipment 
is 
necessary and there is little labor or 
application cost. It is the most ef- 
fectivt means of applyuig fertilizer to 
newly planted trees or to trees where 
there is no vegetation on the ground 
under the branch spread As the name 
indicates, it simply means spreading 
the recommended amount of fertilizer 
uniformly on the surface of the soil 
under the branches. From the aspect 
of appearance, grass will possibly be 


damaged or grow excessively where 
the fertilizer has been applied. It is 
important to note that phosphorus does 
not readily penetrate deep into the soil 
and this will not be the most effective 
means of applying this element 


Hydro-fertil application technique 
involves the use of a 36 in. lance which 
is a thin tube, pointed and perforated 
at the end. This is attached to a hose or 
sprayer and fertilizer solution is in­ 
jected into the ground at the desired 
depth through the tube. 
It is a 
relatively rapid means of placing 
fertilizer below the surface of the soil 
and, at the same time irrigating the 
tree. 
It 
should 
be 
noted 
that 
homeowner applicator devices which 
attach to a hose are not too effective 
for applying fertilizer since the 
amount applied is far below the 
recommended level. The lance should 
be inserted to a depth of 18 in. on 2 to 3 
ft. centers in the area under the 
branches. 
Drill hole application works well. 
Holes are punched or drilled in the soil 
under the branches and fertilizer then 
placed in the holes. This technique has 
the advantage of aerating the soil as 
well as placing the fertilizer in the root 
zohe below the surface. It also permits 
addition of organic or granular 
material which will aid in improving 
soil conditions. This m ethod is 
especially beneficial if the tree is 
growing in com pacted or poorly 
aerated soil and the improved aeration 
may be more effective in stimulating 
new root growth than the fertilizer. 


One disadvantage is the amount of 
labor necessary to make the many 
holes necessary to obtain even 
distribution. An auger, punch bar, or 
crow-bar can be used and the job can 
lie done most easily when the soil is 
moist. The holes should be made on 12 
to 18 in. centers, at a depth of 15 to 18 
in., beginning 2 ft. from the trunk and 
extending in concentric circles to a line 
slightly beyond the edge of the bran­ 
ches, as shown in diagram. Since most 
fertilizer elem ents do not move 
laterally to any extent, the more holes 
made the better the distribution over 
the root zone. The recommended 
am ount 
of 
fertilizer 
should 
be 
distributed uniformly along the holes 
using a funnel and a small can as a 
measuring device. The hole should be 
filled with a soil amendment such as 
peat m oss, calcine clay, perlite, 
crushed stone, etc. 
Fertilizer is no cure-all for plant 
problems and must be used as one of 
the tools for improving growth and 
health of the plant, which in some 
instances, will make a tree more 
resistant to certain plant pests.

May is a busy but exciting time for 
gardeners Harvest of early season 
vegetables has begun, and preparation 
for the rest of the season should be 
progressing. 
If you still have strawberry plants to 
put in the garden, remove all but two 
or three of the most vigorous leaves, 
prior to planting, says Jim Utzinger, 
Extension Horticulturist at The Ohio 
State University.

Set 
plants in soil so root system is spread 
out. Cover roots until crown (where 
leaves arise) is just above surface of 
the soil. If crown is covered with soil, 
or roots are exposed, plants will not do 
well.

Well friends, I’m sure by now you 
have selected your garden site, 
prepared the earth and planted some 
of your seeds. Isn’t it exciting waiting 
for the first glimpse of green that tells 
you your garden has started to grow. 
Since lettuce is a cool-season crop 
started from seed, sown directly into 
the soil and matures quickly, it can be 
planted now. Your seeds, the loose 
leafed type, are the easiest to grow. 
You will be eating them a month after 
planting. 
When it comes time to thin your 
plants, you can do this by pulling 
leaves to eat. You can use the leaves 
by nipping some off here and there, 
leaving others to nourish the plant, or 
you can cut off tops and new leaves will 
grow from the stumps to take their 
place. To make sure you have plenty of 
fresh lettuce you may want to make 
additional plantings from time to time. 
When the weather becomes hot, 
lettuce becomes bitter, and shoots up 
to produce flowers and seeds. Ijeave a 
plant and watch this happen. I bet you 
didn’t realize your lettuce would ac­ 
tually bloom.

May is a busy but exciting time for 
gardeners. Harvest of early season 
vegetables has begun, and preparation 
for the rest of the season should be 
progressing. 
If you still have strawberry plants to 
put in the garden, remove all but two 
or three of the most vigorous leaves, 
prior to planting, says Jim Utzinger, 
Extension Horticulturist at The Ohio 
State University. Prune away about a 
third of the root system, he adds. Set 
plants in soil so root system is spread 
out. Cover roots until crown (where 
leaves arise) is just above surface of 
the soil. If crown is covered with soil, 
or roots are exposed, plants will not do 
well. 
Select Good Quality 
Transplants 
Plants with short, stocky con­ 
formation; broad, dark green, fully 
expanded leaves; extensive white root 
system; no buds or flowers; and free of 
insect and disease problems, will have 
the best chance of producing well, says 
Utzinger.

Well friends, I’m sure by now you 
have selected your garden site, 
prepared the earth and planted some 
of your seeds. Isn’t it exciting waiting 
for the first glimpse of green that tells 
you your garden has started to grow. 
Since lettuce is a cool-season crop 
started from seed, sown directly into 
the soil and matures quickly, it can be 
planted now. Your seeds, the loose 
leafed type, are the easiest to grow. 
You will be eating them a month after 
planting. 
When it comes time to thin your 
plants, you can do this by pulling 
leaves to eat. You can use the leaves 
by nipping some off here and there, 
leaving others to nourish the plant, or 
you can cut off tops and new leaves will 
grow from the stumps to take their 
place. To make sure you have plenty of 
fresh lettuce you may want to make 
additional plantings from time to time. 
When the weather becomes hot, 
lettuce becomes bitter, and shoots up 
to produce flowers and seeds. Leave a 
plant and watch this happen. I bet you 
didn’t realize your lettuce would ac­ 
tually bloom.

such as black plastic film, clean straw, 
sawdust or peat moss, properly ap­ 
plied, are most valuable in weed 
control.

Power 
equipment greatly reduces the 
drudgery of weed removal. Weeds are 
easier to remove and control when 
they are small. 
Pruning Shrubs 
To retain flower buds for the next 
spring, prune spring flowering shrubs 
shortly after flowering.

Planting Time 
Early May is a good time to plant 
sweet com, okra, bush and vine 
squash. 
Rhubarb and Fruit 
Remove rhubarb seedstalks from 
plants as soon as they appear. 
Rhubarb should be in plentiful supply 
from now until about the middle of 
June. 
Continue fruit tree spray schedule to 
keep ahead of insects and diseases.

NEW YORK t A P) - For months it’s 
been hard to say anything appetizing 
about restaurant stocks, so as a con­ 
sequence this group has been among 
the poorest performing of any in the 
stock market. 
There was a deep freeze that kept 
patrons at home, and forced up 
restaurant heating bills Coffee prices 
rose. So did fears of a devastating fuel 
shortage. 
And

seemed bound to vault higher.

restaurant stocks, mainly chains, as 
inviting as an old greasy spoon diner. 
In 1974 the restaurants ranked as the 
fifth best performing group, liist year 
the ranking feU to third from the 
bottom. This year the decline has 
continued, with the Standard & Poor’s 
restaurant index down 21 per cent. 
So why is Merrill Lynch contending 
that this is an appropriate time to be 
accumulating restaurant stocks'’'' 
There’s more than one simple 
reason, but in general, the brokerage 
house believes too much weight has 
been given to the obvious negatives, 
and that some positive factors are 
being overlooked. 
Most positive of all, it finds, is that 
the majority of companies continued to 
make earnings progress through the 
difficult period, indicating they have 
more resilience than was believed 
That observation alone might be 
sufficient to attract some buyers, but 
the analysts believe several other 
factors have been too bearishly in­ 
terpreted. 
Perhaps most worrisome of them 
has been the prospect of a large in­ 
crease in the minimum wage.

Perspective, recently noted that the 
people of the village of Vilcabamba, in 
the Andes Mountains of Ecuador, 
fu lfill their natural destinies by 
leading totally noncompetitive lives 
Research doctors who have visited the 
village (which local legend says is the 
true paradise from which Adam and 
Eve were expelled) were skeptical 
when old men working in the fields 
said they were 150; but when asked 
about their children and grand­ 
children, the men produced elderly 
offspring with documentary evidence 
of their birth dates. 
“ These people simply have a special 
quality,” says Dr. Miguel Salvador, a 
famed cardiologist. “ They live very 
quietly and don’t even Uke to do 
business with others. In the sexual 
aspect, there is no competition for 
women or for men. I never heard of a 
fight for love. If a woman wants to go 
with another man, she just goes, and 
her husband finds another woman. 
There is no jealousy. There is love 
between parents and children, but - 
when the children leave - the parents 
often forget their names.” 
Dr. David Davies of the geron­ 
tological unit of University College, 
Ixmdon, agreed with Dr. Salvador’s 
observations. Remarkably, he said, 
the 
Ecuadorian centenarians with 
their active sex lives “ smoked and 
drank freely to the last. Yet they 
hardly suffer at all from killer diseases 
such as cancer, heart disease and 
diabetes - though in nearby areas and 
towns, these diseases are common.” 
When asked what caused their 
longevity, 
the 
super-aged 
of 
Vilcabamba credited the tranquility of 
their lives in the mountains - pointing 
out that locals who moved to villages to 
be near relatives were quicker to be 
sick and die. In the Quechua Indian 
language, their area means “ sacred 
valley.” 
But tranquility may not be as vital, 
researchers noted, as other aspects of 
life in this mountain valley location. In 
Vilcabamba, the temperature is a 
steady 66 degrees F. most of the time, 
and dry; light and dark come at 
exactly the same time each day, and 
since people retire and rise with the 
sun, they get a lot of sleep; 200 kinds of 
medicinal herbs grow there, and their 
diet is unusual. Dr. Davies found that 
all the people have decayed teeth and 
are often toothless at 20, developing 
hard gums and living on a soft, gruel- 
based diet almost totally void of meat. 
He also noted that the altitude is the 
same as centenarian areas in Russia 
and Pakistan. 
It appears, judging from recent 
research and statistics, that the surest 
wasy to become a centenarian is to 
relax and give up meat, morals and 
dentures and - if that doesn’t do it - 
exaggerate a whole lot.

Vilcabamba credited the tranquility of 
their lives in the mountains - pointing 
out that locals who moved to villages to 
be near relatives were quicker to be 
sick and die. In the Quechua Indian 
language, their area means ‘‘sacred 
valley.” 
But tranquility may not be as vital, 
researchers noted, as other aspects of 
life in this mountain valley location. In 
Vilcabamba, the temperature is a 
steady 66 degrees F. most of the time, 
and dry; light and dark come at 
exactly the same time each day, and 
since people retire and rise with the 
sun, they get a lot of sleep; 200 kinds of 
medicinal herbs grow there, and their 
diet is unusual. Dr. Davies found that 
all the people have decayed teeth and 
are often toothless at 20, developing 
hard gums and living on a soft, gruel- 
based diet almost totally void of meat. 
He also noted that the altitude is the 
same as centenarian areas in Russia 
and Pakistan. 
It appears, judging from recent 
research and statistics, that the surest 
wasy to become a centenarian is to 
relax and give up meat, morals and 
dentures and - if that doesn’t do it - 
exaggerate a whole lot.

Baltimore's veteran left-hander is 
finishing what he starts these days, 
like Friday night’s five-hit, 4-1 victory

year," said Grimsley, who had a 
combined 7-19 record through mid- 
J une in his first three years with the 
Orioles but was 29-14 the rest of the 
way. "I went to spring training with a 
positive attitude knowing I had to do 
something to get to pitch. Trade talk 
used to bother me. but no more.” 
In 1974, Grimsley was 5-7 until mid- 


J une and 1*6 thereafter The following 
year he dropped eight of his first nine 
decisions during the first two months 
but was 9-4 after J une 14.

LOUISVILLE, Ky. (AP) - Ken­ 
tucky served up three of its most 
famous assets—fast horses, bourbon 
whiskey and beautiful women—with 
the 103rd running of the Derby today at 
Churchill Downs. 
They call it the most electrifying two 
minutes in sports. 
t A crowd of more than 100,000 was 
ex pected to pour into the historic old 
park and 50 million others were said 
ready to watch on television the bid for 
super stardom by an unbeaten bargain 
colt named Seattle Slew. 
Fourteen other 3-year-olds were 
bunched as virtual outsiders in 
challenging the mahogany thun­ 
derbolt, an 1-2 favorite, in the 11-8 mile 
run over the Downs' red clay oval. 
Horsemen were speaking of Seattle 
Slew in the same reverent terms 
reserved for Secretariat in 1973 and the 
great Man 0’ War more than half a 
century ago. 
The Kentucky Derby traditionally is 
mo re than a horse race. It is a part of 
Americana, a social event that lures 
p eo p le from all over the world, often 
Eu ro p ean royalty, 
occasionally 
Presid en ts, always show business 
personalities, political figures and 
business tycoons. 
The race triggers interest among 
inillions who may not see another 
¡horse race all year, generates 
arguments and gives birth to countless 
office betting pools. 
The event is always a sellout. 
Tickets are as scarce as rare jewels. 
Box seats are passed along in wills 
from 
generation to generation. 
Scalpers were asking $200 for seats. 
Tens of thousands, most of them young 
people lugging lunch baskets and 


picnic regalia, carpet the vast infield 
on 8 10 general admission tickets. 
It’s almost a law that everybody 
must buy a mint julep, or two, or a 
dozen This is a Derby trademark—a 
syrupy concoction of bourbon, mint, 
sugar, water and ice—mostly ic e - 
served in tall souvenir glasses for 
anywhere from $2 to 135, depending on 
the glass. It’s estimated that 750,000 
are consumed on Derby Day. 
like the Mardi Gras in New Orleans, 
the Derby is a festive occasion marked 
by hot-air balloon and steamboat 
races, a parade and endless rounds of 
parties Actor George Peppard was 
marshall of this year’s parade 
Seattle Slew, a beautifull propor­ 
tioned speed horse who won the 
Flamingo and Wood Memorial this 
year, was bought by Mickey Taylor, a 
logger from White Swan, Wash., for his 
wife, Karen. He paid $17,500. If he can 
win the Triple Crown—the Derby, 
Preakness and Belmont Stakes—they 
say Seattle Slew might demand a $10 
million price tag for stud syndication. 
Second choice in betting was the 
entry of Bob’s Dusty and Run Dusty 
Run, owned by the Gold Chance Farm, 
with For the Moment nex t at 8 -1. 
Completing the lineup were Affiliate, 
15-1; Sanhedrin, Get the Ax e, Western 
Wind, Steve’s Friend, Giboulee, 
Nostalgia, all 20-1; Flag Officer, Sir 
Sir, Best Person and Papelote, 30-1. 
The last three composed the field and 
could be bet as one. Steve’s Friend was 
entered by George Steinbrenner, 
principal owner of the New York 
Yankees baseball team.

> Fourteen other 3-year-olds were 
bunched as virtual outsiders in 
challenging the mahogany thun­ 
derbolt, an 1-2 favorite, in the 11-8 mile 
run over the Downs’ red clay oval. 
Horsemen were speaking of Seattle 
Slew in the same reverent terms 
reserved for Secretariat in 1973 and the 
great Man O’ War more than half a 
century ago. 
The Kentucky Derby traditionally is 
more than a horse race. It is a part of 
Americana, a social event that lures 
people from all over the world, often 
European 
royalty, 
occasionally 
residents, always show business 
rsonalities, political figures and 
in ess tycoons. 
The race triggers interest among 
illions who may not see another 
orse race all year, generates 
rguments and gives birth to countless 
ffice betting pools. 
The event is always a sellout.

Second choice in betting was the 
entry of Bob’s Dusty and Run Dusty 
Run, owned by the Gold Chance Farm, 
with For the Moment next at 8-1. 
Completing the lineup were Affiliate, 
15-1; Sanhedrin, Get the Axe, Western 
Wind, Steve’s Friend, Giboulee, 
Nostalgia, all 20-1; Flag Officer, Sir 
Sir, Best Person and Papelote, 30-1.

C LEVELA N D (A P) - A crippled 
and quivering American bald eagle 
hunched in a comer of its cage — one 
of the few survivors of a night of 
slaughter by vandals who broke into a 
sanctuary for injured birds run by the 
Cleveland Museum of Natural History 
The intruders apparently clambered 
over a 6-foot fence topped by barbed 
wire, broke into the birds' cages and 
maimed or killed about 20 birds, in­ 
cluding two male bald eagles, which 
the museum kept in a sanctuary for 
crippled birds. 
Many museum volunteers stared in 
disbelief Friday morning when of­ 
ficials lined up the birds on the ground 
of the wooded enclosure. One young 
woman clasped her head and cried. 
* These are birds we've tended and 
cared for,” said Dr. Harold Mahan, 
museum director. “ It's like losing your 
friends.” 
The bald eagles, the national bird 
and an endangered species, were 
among five kept by the museum as 
part of a breeding project. Mahan said 
they were being bred so fertile eagle 
eggs could be returned to nests in the 
wild where the eaglets could hatch. 
“ Such a senseless act,” Mahan 
sighed. “ It’s impossible to understand 
why anyone would do this, especially 
since the birds already were crip­ 
pled." 
The intruders apparently used 
shovels, large sticks and other objects 
to kill the birds, law officials said. The 
objects, including a flashlight, were

The bald eagles, the national bird 
and an endangered species, were 
among five kept by the museum as 
part of a breeding project. Mahan said 
they were being bred so fertile eagle 
eggs could be returned to nests in the 
wild where the eaglets could hatch. 
“Such a senseless act,” Mahan 
sighed. “It’s impossible to understand 
why anyone would do this, especially 
since the birds already were crip­ 
pled.”

site of the Seabrook nuclear power 
plant, blamed the mounting costs on 
the governor. 
The appeal is “a cheap publicity 
stunt designed to hide the fact that 
Meldrim Thomson is taking the state 
into bankruptcy,” said spokesman 
Harvey Wasserman. 
Supporters of the protesters have 
been picketing the governor’s mansion 
and a rally was to be held today on the 
capitol steps. 
The demonstrators are housed at 
four National Guard armories at a cost 
Thomson estimates at $50,000 a day. 
Officials said the state has spent 
$300,000 since the demonstrators were 
arrested Sunday on trespass charges. 
About 900 guardsmen are guarding the 
protesters, and the state attorney 
general says New Hampshire, which is 
already facing money shortages, may 
have a $1 million bill to pay before the 
case is over. 
All but about IOO of the 1,414 
protesters arrested have refused to 
post bail, which ranged from $100 to 
$500, in a show of solidarity. The state 
Supreme Court on Friday rejected 
their arguments that the bail policy 
was arbitrary and refused to order 
their 
release 
on 
personal 
recognizance. 
Seventeen dem onstrators were 
found guilty Friday of trespass 
charges and 15 of them were returned 
to an armory after failing to post a $500 
cash bond.
